For as the doctrines inthe 
Scriptures are for the information 
of our iudgements, ſoare the exam. ' 
ples forthe reformation of our affe- 
ions. And no doubt good exam- 
ples where they are, well obſerued, 
and carefully applied,are ſtrong mo- 
tiues to vertue and godlines, And it 
is vndoubtedly one of the cauſes of 
the common corruption of this age,

Dreacnea vefore the VIueene. 
that thereare ſo many examples of 
prophane impietic, and ſo few pre- 
fidents of religious vertue, But that 
we may the better vnderſtand, and 
remember that which wee ſhall 
heare from this Scripture,we wil ob- 
ſerue therein two parts : Thelifeof 
Henoch for our example; ( Henoch 
walked with God.) And his end for our 
comfort; He was no more ſeene: for God 
tooke him away. His life conſidered, 
firſt in itſelfe,that he walked with God:

Tnthe application therefore of this 
point, ſuch as by reaſon ofcareleſ- 
nes to heare,and learne goodthings, 
are yet ignorant of the grounds of 
religion, and therefore may eaſilic 
beled into error, are to be admoni- 
ſhed to laya better, and more ſure 
foundation againſt thetime of triall. 
Forafſuredly ſo many could notbe 
{ſeduced (as daily are in theſe times) 
if euer they had learned and belee- 
ved thetrue grounds and foundati- 
ons of the faith. Alſo we ought like y 2-17-11, 
men of Berea to make triall of the 
truth of thoſe things weehold and 
 hauelearned by therules of faith, 8: 
willinglie ſuffer our ſelues to bee in- 
formed in the eſſentiall grounds of 
truereligion. For although that er- 
rors in ſome circumſtances are not 
ſo dangerous(ſoas they bee not wil- 
tul)for who in ſome things may not

Lots 
wifeby looking backe was madean 
example to all backfliders, that the 
ſalt of her deſtruction might ſeaſon 
vs to a more conſtant reſolution. Me- 
mineritss Uxors Lot, (ſaith a tather) 
de Sodoma qui:lem eduttz,quia Deo cre- 
didit, ſed in via mutate, quia retro af- 
pexit : Remember Lots wife, led our 
of Sodome, becauſe ſhe beleeued the 
Angels; but turned toa pillar of ſalt, 
becauſe ſhee looked backe. Good 
workes hauea reward if wefaintnor; 
but to begin inthe ſpirit and endin 
the fleſh, is fearctull; and for ſtich it 
had been better they had nener knowne 
the way of righteonſneſſe. Let vs there- 
fore rather endeuour to beelike the 
Church of Thyatira, whoſe laſt 
workes were more then the firſt:and 
remember, ſine perſenerantia nec qui 
pugnat wittoriam, nec paimam victor 
conſequitur. : without perſeuerance, 
neither hee that fighteth getteth the 
victorie, 
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viorie, northe conqugror the ho-' 


nor of triumph. For hee onely ſhall 
be crowned that continueth to the 
end, 7oas isnot reckoned among the 
good kings, becauſe his zeale laſted 
no longer then 7ehoida lined. Nor 
Nero among the good Emperours 
for his firſt five yeeres clemencie. 
The end of a thing ({aith Salomon) is 
better then the beginning, Therefore 
I will conclude this point with the 
warning ofthe Apoſtle, ſeeing that 
God by his ſpirit hath begun the 
worke of grace in vs, that wee quench 
not the ſpirit. And becauſe a fire is put 
outas well by withdrawing the fuel, 
as by powring on water, wee muſt 
give good heede to two other ad- 
monitions in thatplace: Pray continu- 
ally, deſpiſe not propheſie : and that in 
the 1. to Timorthie the 4. Giue atten- 
dance to reading, to exhortation, to do- 
crine. For where prayer is deuoutly 
vied, and the word: carefully read, 
and heard, the increaſe of godlines 
will 
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Bs  willvndoubtedly follow, but when- 
. prayer is neglected, and preaching 
* deſpiſed, all godly and religious mo- | 
tions will ſoone be quenched. And 
thus much concerning the life of 
Henoech, wherein wee haue ſeene a 
rare and worthie preſident of true

is longlifealwaies a bleſſing,nor for 

the children of God to die in their 
youth, an argument of Gods diſ- 
pleaſure, For aſſuredlie this tranſla-

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tion of Fenoch was a ſingular fauour 
of God towards him, otherwiſe it 
ſhould neucrhaue here by Moſes bin 
ſo particularly recorded, nor by S. 
Paul afterward ſo expreſlely recoun- 
ted among thoſe glorious achieuc- 
ments of faith. For can any carthlie 
benefit be counterpoyfed with this 
fauour of God, To be receined into 
heauenly glorie ; from the worlds 
miſerie, into the ſocictic of Angels;

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much better had it been with 1049 
to hauedied in 7ehojadas time ; then . 
jn liuing after him, of a religious 
King to become a prophane Ido- 
later and bloody man ; and inthe 
height of his ſinne, to bee flaine 
by the hands of murtherers « On 
the otherfide, the Scripture faith 
of the death of Teroboams ſonne that 
dicd young, that hee only of Tero- 
boars houſe Trould come to his eraue, 
becauſe in him there was found ſome 
goodneſſe toward the Lord God of Iſrael. 
So as this was the fauour that God 
beſtowed on him to take him away 
a child, before hee was corrupted 
with his fathers idolatrie,or ſaw the 
diſaſtrous ruine, and deſolation of 
his fathers houſe, Was it not promi- 
ſed as a bleſſing to 79ah that hee 
ſhould bee gathered to his fathers, 
and ſhuld nor ſee the euill that came 
to paſſe immediatlie after his death? 
To the vngodly indeed it is a pu-

the cloudes. And this tranſlation, 
and aſſumption of Henoch before the 
law; and Heliah vnderthe law, did 
vndoubtedlie nouriſh the hope of 
the glorificationof the bodies of the 
Saints, as types prefiguring the 
aſcenſ16 of Chriſt,in whom the pro- 
miſe of all heauenly glorie ſhould be 
performed and accompliſhed. Into
